•1 feel that it is imitortant at tiiis time to iu- 
aut;nrat(‘ s^uue ditruilietl slakes, without' hoariut; 
too heavily upon the resour<-es of the racintr asso- 
ciations tlieuiselves. Tliest^ events, as you will see. 
are in tlie nature of siiortsincii's proitoiiitions; as 
each man miiers them with a txenerous spirit of 
enierini: his horse, and fore;roin;i somethin;; in tho 
immediate presiuit for tlu* sake of a .more brilliant 
aiul lifcatm- future. Yi»u will see that if this stake 
slioold ^o for a period of live or ten years, tin" 
aeeumulated reserve would he ipiite a fund of money 
to coniiiete f‘*r: tluit would encourase owners and 
trainers to hold oii to and take care of a a;;e<l 

horse, and from a hreialer’s staudpidnt the horse that 
won tile 'ITiido Crown would he the preferred stal- 
lion auioii;; the youn;;. untritnl horses. 

“In uiv oiiinion. a race of this character would 
invite more public interest in the, turf that any 
s«*rt of a ra'-e we could inau;;urale. In-side hein;; a
